A number of similar arrests were 
made in dragnet roundups follow- 
ing the Nationalist-led uprising on 
Oct. 30, 1950. The Puerto Rican 
government at that time, although 


armed with laws known as the 
Leyes Mordazas, or “Gag Laws,” 
tougher than the continental Smith 
Act, could find no basis for pros- 
ecuting one Communist. 


AIM OF ARRESTS 
J. Edgar Hoover indicated in a 
statement to the press that the ar- 


rests were aimed at gagging all 
who support the slogan “Independ- 
ence for Puerto Rico.” He said: 
“Like the fanatical. Nationalist

_zakhstan-decided to build a new . 
120-mile irrigation canal to im- 


prove the cotton-fields in the 
Southern part of the vast coun- 
try — four times the- area of 
France—the President was ask- 


| ed to go and talk to the collec- 


tive farmers about it on the 
spot, 

The President, 50 - year - old 
Nurtas Undasinov, flew the 400 
miles that separates the capital 
Alma-Ata from the valley of the 
Arys and then drove to the 
largest country-town in the dis- 
trict. 

He called the leading people 
together — those who had dis- 
tinguished themselves i grow- 
ing cotton and other crops—and 
told them what the new irriga- 
tion system would mean to them, 
how much it would cost and 
how much local labour would 
be required. 

The idea, he said, was to dam 
the river Arys so as to form a 
large reservoir from which the 
water would be diverted along 
a canal some 60 feet wide. The 
construction. might take about 
four years, after which the farms: 
of the district could expect crops 
of 2,200 Ib: the acre. 

The President told the farm- 
ing community that the Repub- 
lic attached great importance 
to the project, considering it to 
be one of a national character. 
He then left the people so that 
they could discuss the matter 
and obtain. opinions “from all 
over the district.

“A FEW DAYS LATER hai, 
met again.

ing established from the lower 
Volga across into southern Si- 


beria. They are of roughly 20- 
30,000 ‘acres each with central 
settlements built on urban stand- 
ards. 

“In the past it was taken for 
granted that to cultivate virgin 
soils one had to transfer whole 
villages. 

“Now we are doing things 
differently, more efficiently. We 
have so mutch farm machinery 
now that we need fewer hands 
on the land—fewer, but more 
highly qualified. The new state 
farmgm in Kazakhstan are run by 
young people who come volun- 
tarily. Most of them are too: 
young to have families. They 
will find them héfe. 


“We are able to plan the num- 
ber of workers to each farm in 
a scientific way.” (One man to 
100 acres is the figure he men- 
tioned.) 

“These people do not expect 
to find an earthly paradise. They 
know that life will be hard for 
them at first; that they will have 
to live in tents for a while. But 
‘they know, too, that we are do- 
ing wonders.” 

And _ without _ the. slightest 
hesitation the President men- 
tioned the names of several rank- 
and-file agricultural ‘workers 
who had distinguished them- . 
selves this season—a- girl from

THIS SON of an illiterate, 
impoverished, Kazakh nomad, 
this Communist, rejoiced in the 
way his land was flourishing.

But. we in Kazakhstan be- 
lieve that there is much more 
land—land that we have, in the 
past, considered as semi desert, 
or desert, even—that:.can be cul- 
tivated by the new techniques 
“we now possess.”
